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DETAILED ACTION 



112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 11, 13, 21, 32, 34, 51, 53, 70, 72, 80, 91 and 93 under 35 
USC 112, second paragraph, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been overcome 
by applicant's amendment. The amendment cancels claim 93. With respect to the 
remaining claims, the amendment clarifies the claim text as appropriate. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 41, 60, 79, 101 and 104 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification does not support applicant's latest amendment to the above 
claims. The definitions of R 1 " 4 in the specification (page 18 and 19) do not teach the 
oxoalkyl moieties -C(0)H or -C(0)-C 1.3 alkyl. Applicant's amendment constitutes new 
matter. 
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Allowability Withdrawn 
In the interest of maintaining a clear record, the allowability of all claims listed in 
the previous Office Action as allowable is withdrawn. A new formulation of the 
allowable claims appears below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 100, 107-119 and 122-124 allowed. Claims 2-16, 18, 19, 21-37, 39, 40, 
42-59, 61-78, 80-92, 94-99, 102, 103, 105, 106, 120 and 121 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
